work in that city, proposes to raise 
$1,000.000 for the establishment of a 
ffti-ming community in the northwest, 
where poor men aad women of the east 
may find happy homes and live comfort- 
able lives working on the farm or plan- 
tation. She would have them at first 
give their labor for their living and 
then gradually to acquire a piece of 
land of their own. She hopes iu this 
way to show that the modem problem 
of poverty mid industrial interest can 
best be solved by "going back to the 
soil." Miss Goodyear writes to the New 
York Journal aa follows: 


It is proposed to send some poor, un- 


employed men with a competent man- 
ager to the eastern or southern part of 
Washington, to start a plantation to bo 
self supporting and perpetually self en- 
larging, to relievo by giving work to 
as many of the rmemployed destitute 
as possible. 


The public is appealed to for the 


means, as the writer has as yet almost 
no funds. 


It may be advisable to defer sending 


any but men until preparation is made 
for families. The capital needed fur 
each man is about $600. 


It is planned to have each laborer re- 


pay, in work, all laid out for him by 
th& enterprise, promising to do so, if 
able, at the cutset, and have only ne- 
cessities given him until this is done. 
But as the first expenses include some 
things which may be held by the enter- 
prise the men may only be required to 
return about, the value of $200. 


The truth that every man has a right 


to life involves the truth that he has a 
right to whatever he cannot live with- 
out, and natural life is dependent upon 
the products of land. Therefore every 
man is entitled, by a right as inaliena- 
ble as the right to live, to the use of 
sufficient land for his maintenance. 


There is, however, a world of unem- 


ployed poor who are deprived of this 
right, and upon those who have more 
than the mere necessities of life for 
themselves it devolves to enable them 
to have their due. It is a demand of 
justice. The public land laws do not 
fully meet this demand, since tlie man 
who is weary and footsore from seeking 
employment, who is penniless and with- 
out food or shelter, requires implements, 
food — iii short, a little capital to raise 
his first crops, besides about f SO for 
the land and means of getting it 


A lamentable feature of a large pro- 


portion of charities is their being so 
small and limited compared to their 
need. But farming can be made so prof- 
itable that the enterprise under consid- 
eration may be so arranged as to give 
opportunity to the needy to uphold it 
themselves for their own benefit. 


Fruit raising and preserving can fur- 


nidi occupation of a lighte order thiui 
wheat raising for thoso able to do con- 
tinuous but not the hardest work. 


If the women spin and weave wool 


and flax, which cau be profitably pro- 
duced in Washington by hand, and the 
colony raise and manufacture in simple 
ways all their own necessities, it will 
be a great saving of expense, u training 
in qniet industry uud n good example 
to the poor generally. 


There must be tleJinite arrangements 


for the due ob.sorvsu-ee of tho Sabbath 
and enforcing tho laws of righteotiaiess. 


The climate of eastern Washington is 


mild and healthful and its resources 
wonderful. Wheat growing is a princi- 
pal industry. There is an immense 
amount of timber. It is well adapted to 
cattle and sheep raising. A very large 
variety of vegetables and fruits of su- 
perior quality can be produced in great 
abundance. The arid laud, af bsr irriga- 
tion, is considered the best of laud and 
produces 40 to 50 bushels of wheat per 
acre. Such land can be obtained under 
homestead laws or f or about f I per acre. 


The project in question can be begun 


on a small scale, but if philanthropists 
of wealth or influence or spirit will 
procure 300,000 acres of land and de- 
vote about $1,000,000 to start wheat 
raising for market and producing a va- 
riety for the workers, they can begin

The immediate results of these 


change* are that tbu legal imports are 
quadrupled in extent, and the small 
merchants of both frontiers sell niarrel- 
josly cheap goods. Mexican liquor costs 
next to nothing m Texas and American 
firearms aad machinery are away below 
par in Mexico. The fandango, the monte 
•able and the revolver are thriving in- 
stitutions and things are very, very 
lively indeed. 


The contrabandist* is a peculiar per- 


son, entirely distinct from members of 
his craft in other parts of the world. 
He ia no sailor — cannot tell a cat rig- 
ged boat from a line of battleship. He is 
a cross between the bandit and the 
country merchant, with a strong dash 
of the moss trooper, invariably a good 
rider and ecout. generally a straight 
sad quick shot and fearless to the ex- 
treme of recklessness. In bis life of 
night foray, of combat at early dawn, 
of peril aud escape courage is * necessi- 
ty. He will average 30 years of age and 
has a frame that responds to any de- 
mands that toil may make upon it His 
cunning and strength make him a for- 
midable antagonist, as the records of 
Bio Grande service readily prove. To 
meet him successfully requires the best 
of soldierly material. The goods he 
bandies axe various and come from va- 
rious countries. The lax tariff laws of 
Mexico allow the unpurtatiou of much 
European material upon which no duty 
is paid. Silks, satins, linens, calicoes, 
perfumes, liquors and precious stones 
are brought to this side of the Bio 
Grande. Guns, pistols, ammunition, 
cutlery, the lighter forms of machinery 
and quinine are smuggled back. Some- 
times these cargoes reach thousands of 
dollars in value, the convoy numbering 
from 30 to 30 men. To defeat such a 
force and confiscate its possessions re- 
quires experienced officers, discipline, 
alertness, bravery and the ability of 
each individual of the attacking party 
to pump bullets from his Winchester 
until, in tho phraseology of the fron- 
tier, they "melt in the barrel." There 
are o^i"a^»« when this is not done. On 
such occasions plenty of officials float 
down the river who, when alive, drew 
(4 a day from the govsrmaent for the 
privilege of being shot 


Thecontrabandistas, while often com- 


manded by foreigners, are almost all of 
Mexican nativity and come from one 
pwrt of the republic. The neighborhood 
of Lenta, where the Mexican Interna- 
tional railway joins the Mexican Cen- 
tral, seems peculiarly favorable for the 
production of warrior merchants. Its 
people are huge of frame and turbulent 
of disposition. Owing to the unattractive 
charact«r,of their surroundings they do 
not care much whether they live or die. 
These are the people who, afar in their 
desert fastnesses, watch the mutations 
of politics in the United States. They 
get the news by using a few Mexican 
dollars on one of the lonely telegraph 
operators strung along the roads. 


The most skillful, courageous, per- 


sistent and successful smuggler the 
Mexican frontier has ever known aad 
Bdmired was one Francisco Padillo, a 
Lerdo country man. He made his first 
appearance as a member of Manuel 
Garza's band in 1872 and rapidly rose 
to its command. He was the central 
figure of 100 expeditions and half aa 
many combat" His proverbial luck was 
due to the fact that he never entered 
upon an enterprise until persuaded of 
its feasibility, and when attacked was 
ready to fight his way through at the 
expense of every life in the party, in- 
cluding his own. He was a man in 
whom the facility of organization was 
largely developed, a sort of military 
genius on a small scale and an un- 
scrupulous sccundrel. He had spies at 
every town on each bank of the river 
and outposts at every point where a 
crossing could be made. He knew every 
sand bar in the stream, the work of its 
shifting currents, the paths which led 
to it, the hiding places afforded by.its 
densely covered bluffs aud the points of 
vantage for attack aud defense to be 
found along it 
His wealth at one time 


was estimated at nearly f 1,000,000. 


Padillo is now living in retirement 


in the City of Mexico — rich, respected 
and a steady attendant at church — 
Chicago Times Herald.

A Battle Incident. 


A man who had been a. private in 


an Illinois cavalry regiment told of 
an incident of the battle of Jones- 
boro. He and his comrades had been 
dismounUMl in tbe edge of thick 
woods, and dismounted cavalry are 
the hardest of troops to rout. In 
front of them was an open corn- 
field a qnarttw of a mile wide with 
woods upon its farther side. Re-en- 
forced by a half dozen companies of 
infantry, possibly 1,500 Federals lay 
perdu. In blunder, a company of 
Confederates, not more than 90 men 
all told, was ordered to attack. With 
a yell the handful swept out of the 
opposi te woods and charged across 
the field. At a distance of 100 yards 
a single volley disposed of them. 
Those that were left on their feet 
wheeled and scampered back to 
their position. One, however, re- 
mained. He was the captain in com 
maml and had lioen far in advance 
of his men. When he found himself 
deserted, bo stopped aud folded his 
arms. Sixty yards away, alone in 
the wide field, tbf summer eun 
pouring down upon the silver gray 
of his uniform, he stared stanchly 
into the eyes of 1.500 foemcn. 
He 


was only a beardless boy, and the 
newness of his clothing showed that 
ho was but a fow days from home. 
All down tho long line of Federals 
ran a cry: "Don't shoot him ! Don't 
shoot him !" Ho gave the military 
Hah.te and inarched steadily back to 
his men. Not n gun was hred. —

Itotle by William Greene—a life full of 
experiences of the border kind that 
would supply material for 20 of the 
most thrilling of the yi-llov,- backed 
novels. The end was in keening with 
tht; life. Burnett, a justice of tht- peac, 
in Pearce camp, had left his work in 
order to gg, down on the San Pedro riv- _ 
er, 50 miles away, and blow oat with 
(riant powder the irrigating canal dam 
if his enemy, Greene. Below at the 
time, probably unknown to Burnett, 
were two young girls, one a daughter 
of Greene, aged 18, and her friend from

•ode over to Tombstone, found Burnett- 
on the main street and shot him down.
